For Two Centuries the Stately Clly Dag 


Slumbered Uoneath the Blue Caribbean, 
Vet Even Now In Calm Weather Her 
Submerged Buildings May, Bo Seou. 


Under the clear blue waters of the Car- 


ibbean sea hloons tho sunken city of Port 
Koyal, uud lazily rocking on tho wtwos is 
a rod buoy which marks tho spot vrh«re 
tbo old city's cathedral sank and where 
tho Epiro still reaches up nearly to tho 
surface. 


'Iho traveler who visits tho capital of 


Junmlua should pray for clear weather, 
without wind, \yhen tho water of the 
liurbor IB ruffled by breezes, tho hidden 
city i-i obscured from view. But on n 
cloudle.-.*, btill day, when tho btirfaco of 
t!io soa, is perfectly smooth, the ruins of 
iho pbantom city may fa plainly seen in 
the- depths qf the transparent water. 


Tho spire of tbo oldc*cathedral is tho 


moat prominout abject. Jn tho clear wa- 
tL-r you c;in sle tto fisbes lazily swljuming 
in and oxit araos; ^ tho ruined turr*' -, 
uio'v suggestive of" owls and batt tbgl of 
ih< iinny inhiibitanta^of the sea. Ooca- 
sloirilly glimpses can h* hid of Uie ruins 
of other builiUuga—buildings whloh for 
moro than two centuries havo kept ChoU 
giuislly secrets anel will keep them until 
tbo end of timo. 


Down there in that peaceful clopth lie 


tlio bones of 3,000 men, women and chil- 
dren, carried down into the sea with their 
hdmes op that :vwful Juno tlay in 1692. 
Au earthquake suddenly and without 
warning smote tho profligate city of Port 
Royal, which tlid into the sea. The wa- 
ters opened anil swallowed it up, and tlierp 
beneath the silent waves was hidden tho 
wickedness autl debauchery of a commu- 
nity described by historians as being almost 
without parallel. 


Tho bin vivors said it was the vengeance 


of God and likened it to tho destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. And in very truth 
the hii-tury of the city scorns to show the 
unceasing wrath of Divino power. 
From 


tho 1-K'het.t cily of its time it has elwincllecl 
into insignificance, until now it is a most 
wretched place, used only as a naval sta- 
tion. Disaster after disaster has overtak- 
en it. 


After the earthquake the town was re- 


built, only to bo completely destroyed by 
fire in 1703. On Ang. 23, 1723, it was 
swept into tho sea by a hurricane. It was 
onco more reconstructed, but again, in 
1S13, it was reduced to aslics, and as re- 
cently as 1880 it was visited by another 
hurricane. Every disaster was attended

A curious custom is observed when th8 


child is a year old. Again a party is given 
to celebrate the event, and a large sieve is 
placed upon the table v, ith various arti- 
cles laid upon it-rbooks, writing imple- 
ments, gold, eiher, fruit, etc. liaby, at- 
tirod in new red cloths v, 1th red cord braid- 
ed in his hair, is placed iu the center of the 
sieve, and according to what articles ha 
seizes first will his fortune bo told. 
If ha 


takes np the money, of course he will be- 
come a merciiant and rich; if a book, why, 
he will bo learned and distinguish himself 
in literature. 
In every household there is an image ol 


tho goddess of 'children, who is supposed 
by great loss of life.

The city of Port Eoyal was originally 
to havo the care of the little ones till they 
grow up. Many offeriugs are made to 
her, especially on the child's birthday. 
When a child reaches tlic age of 16 years, 
he is supposed to pass from the control of 
his particular goddess,sand a ceremony ia 
gone through called the "going out of 
childhood." 
Afterward thank offerings 


arc made to the goddess of the children fo* 
tbe care bestowed. 
But to return to our babies. As I men- 


tioned before. »the head is Shaved when a 
month old—sometimes entirely-^but very

of Mexico jvncl Peru were levied upon, and 
the people ot Jamaica were literally roll- 
ing in wealth and splendor. Vice and de- 
bauchery l-.fld e,w»y. Bacchanalian revels 
which iiijuht put to shamo tho dwellers in 
tho orir.-'.t were of nightly occurrence. 
There wan no virtue. 


And like the crack of doom camo the

ligion, and was gone to a place hard by tho 
ohurcb, where the merchant* moot, and 
where the president of the council was, 
who camo into my company and engaged 
ruo to tukc a glass of wormwood wine as 
a whus before dinner, ho being my very 
good friend, I stale1, with him, upon which 
bo lighted a pipo of tobacco;, before that 
w^s out 1 found tho ground rolling and 
moving tinder my i'eet, upon which I said 
unto him, 'Lord, sir, what-is that?' Ho 
replied, being u, very grave man: 'It is an 
earthquake. Bo not a."raid; it will soon 
be over.' " 


Despite the president's assurance, ho 


disappeared and was never heard of again. 
Continuing, tho rector wrote: "I rnado 
toward Morgan's fort-, because I thought 
to bo there securest from falling houses, 
but as I was soing I saw tho earth open 
iincl mallow up a multitude of people, 
aud the sea mounting in upon them over 
tho fortifications! 
Moreover, the largo 


and famous burying ground was de- 
stroyed, and the sea washed away the car- 
casses. TJie harbor was covered with dead 
bodies, floating up and doWn."—New 
York Her.ild.

/- 1 DILES OF AUSTRALIA.

These Powerful and Cuuiilpg Brutes Grow 


to Twenty-seven Feet lu Length and 
Will T»ckle Anythlnt From a Shoep to 
a T!iou»aud Pound llullocb. 


Tho crooodilo of tho Ni!o differs vory llt- 


tlo from that of our own nortliorn rivers, 
whicL'is generally termed "alligator," 
though in reality a truo crocodilo. Tlio 
hcsU of a truo alligator is broador und 
shorter than that of tho crocodile. There 
is r.lso considerable difference In the t^jth 
and their ili^ositlon iu tho juv.'s. Tho 
iocth of tho alligator arc unequal, and tho 
Inrgcr of the lower Ciinino outers a cavity 
in \i\\o upper jaw, while that of a crocodile 
simply lita into a gioovo on tho outsldo of 
tho upper jaw, leaving tUc tooth clearly 
^ isiblc ^ hon tho niuuth of the monster is 
closed. Thero are also ttlfferenoes in tho 
webbing of tho toe8 and the form of tho 
lefts, thouch to tlio pc'DOJ'al observer thc>ro 
Is littlo or no difforenco. 
Crocodiles eosm 


oqiKilly at homo lu salt or 'fresh Water, 
wliilo alligators don't appear to relish and 
rarely visit salt waters. 


llio crocodiles no doubt fcc;l largely 


upon fls,h, b\it as thoy grow older and 
stronger and ruqinro great quantities of 
food thoy v.-ill \\ hen hungry attack ujiy- 
thing from a sheep or kspgaroo to a biil- 
lov.k, a big crocodilo mailing ehort v.'ork 
of a bullock •xvciglunjj over half a ton. 
Some ct these- monsters measure BS much 
as 27 feet in length uart j%osse«.s l)umcu»o 
Btrer.jjtli besides wonderful cunning and 
puiicnco. It will Ha in vait at any water- 
ing pl.tce freqnontod by nniinnU, hardly 
distiagu!shablc from n. log of wood, so still 
and impassive it has Ti^eonso. Tho unlrual 
cc ruing dovrn to drl^k io eoddcnly soircd 
in tl'o croccdilo's hi'j-o jaws acd drawn 
into tho water aud drowned.

la tho early days at Port Darwin, N. Z., 


batJiin:; in the open sea was forbidden, 
owlna to tho danger f?om crocodiles, there 
and nearly eroxywhcro else in Australia 
called alligators, though in reallt.t no true 
alligators eilsfc in Australia. A young 
troipor named Datis, p, fiao swimmer, dis- 
regarded the general oi'dci1 nnd 05.0 morn- 
ing early went for a ffwim. Far out in tho 
harbor he noticed wlidt lio and Others took 
to ho a Coating log.

him. All night and a great part of next 
day wero spent in fienrching for the miss- 
ing man's body, but without sricecss.

"monsterwswjis." In fact, ho isa peculiar 
bluto altogether, with many special gifts 
besides his huge jawa that help to mako 
of him tho terror k6 is.—Sydney Mail.

The other two, whose 
family names T do not recollect, are 
known to stage history respectively as 
Dickie Delaro and Elrna Delaro. A cu- 
rious fact concerning these ladies is 
that all three, including the original 
Miss Smith, married men of the name 
of Smith, so that, preserving a harmony 
of taste in thff matter of names to the 
end,' the three Misses Delaro became the 
three Mrs. Smith. 
Colonel T. Allston Brown's "History of 


the American Stage," published in 1S70, 
begins a short biography of the late 
Lawrence Barrett in this way: "Barrett, 
Lawrence P. Right name Larry Branni- 
grn, born in New York in 1836," etc. 
This was an unintentional injustice to 
Mr Barrett, whose real name was Bar- 
rett, and as he was a man whose sense 
of personal dignity amounted to a 
weakness the publication of this error, 
which has been often copied since, pain- 
ed him deeply. It came about in this 
way: When Colonel Brown was compil- 
ing his history, he sent blank forms to 
all the actors whom he wished to men- 
tion in his book, asking them to fill out 
these blanks with the important facts 
oJ their personal or professional history 
and return to him. These forms were 
sent to the dmureut uieaucis, Uiioaa'a- 
out the country at which the actors ad- 
dressed were at that time engaged. Tho 
one intended for Barrett must have fall- 
en into the hands of some one with a 
grievance against the proud tragedian, 
for it was returned to Coionel Brown 
with the biographical notice that subse- 
quently appeared in his hook. Beyond 
the "Larry Brannigan" part of it the 
sketch waa a truthful and not uncom- 
plimentary summary of Barrett's histo- 
ry up to that period, and so aroused no 


suspicion from even so careful a stage 
historian as Colonel T. Allston Brown.

England has made a rule permitting 
referee? to place a time limit on races 
and stop the riders in any part of the 
course when the limit is exceeded. li 
the men refuse To stop, but persist tn 
finishing the race, they have'their li- 
censes taken away from them. 
This 
s the most drastic measure ever fram- 
ed to prevent loafing tactic?. 


The idea of compelling the men to 


stop at the half or three-quarter mark 
in a mile race when the limit has been 
passed is designed to prevent wheel 
and tire manufacturers from advertis- 
ing a winning event, which they have 
been known to do, even though 1he -ace 
was declared void. This rule is severe 
enough to be effective and a benefit to 
the sport, provided proper judgment is 
exercised by referees in fixing the time 
limit. Instances have been known on 
this side where the time limit- has been 
considerably used, in which the time 
named was so close to the world's rec- 
ord that it was unfair to the men. 


One possible complication which may 


arise under the operation of the new 
rule is that of ihe time Hmit expiring 
when the men are only ten yards from 
the tape and approaching at full speed 
If the pistol thot order to stop was 
then given, it would be impossible for 
the men to obey.

After all preparations 


were Complete for the removal of the 
body after the exercises in th chufch, 
Father llorafi, as the pastor of the de- 
parted soldier, paid an eloquent and 
fitting tribute to his memory. 
lie said: A few weeks afjfi, a short 


time indeed, our country was excited 
by a call to arms. President McKiriiey 
asked citizens of the republic to flock 
to the standard we love, and Adams, 
not the largest of the communities of 
this section, nevertheless imbued with 
the patriotism of the greatest, rJsponcU 
ed to the voice of our executive, and 
one I'ainy, stormy morning there gath- 
ered at the local railway statibh a 
great throng to say farew.ell to Com- 
pany M, who were leaving home and 
friends to go where duty called them. 
And at the front the President further 
honored, by placing them in the fore- 
front of our active troops, and nobly 
did they respond. 
Delighted in the 


bravei-y of our boys, yet realizing the 
danger in which they were placed, we 
at home with anxious hearts eagerly 
watched thp progress of events. A few 
of our families were saddened by mis- 
fortunes to those they loved at the 
front, yet three are present among 
their friends today, home to recuperate, 
and the fourth lies here colct in' death. 
The prayers of the community were 
with Company M, and today the sym- 
pathy 6f the entire populace goes oiit 
to one family whose youngest member 
gave up his lift in his country's honor 
and in defense of common humanity. 
We a.11 extend t6 thefn consolation in 
this their hour of trial and affliction, 
they who have -given their youngest 
and dearest to satisfy the best judg- 
ments of God. I extend this sympathy 
and consolation jn the name of my 
parish and in the name of our citizens, 
at the same time beseeching Almighty 
God to grant rest to the departed mar- 
tyr and peace and consolation to thest.

Thr 
power of man depends upon God for 
nil fhnt- i<* mnrnl nnd liiit -thn ho T^'I-" 
show for his country this loVe and per- 
petuate all th.vt God has foreordained 
Man is to his God as debtor is to cred- 
itor, notwithstanding the 
meed of 


praise we give to those whose deeds are 
noble. Wo delight to Jionor a hero, al- 
though wo mourn him from tho depths 
of our hearts. Toll me not thr.t it is 
not one inspired with highest patriot- 
ism who will give up his life for his

rights. This is soulncss. And what 
may I mean? 
It Is that inspiration 


which flows from the throne of tho 
Creator.

He went 
forth in tho pride of his youth; he 
buckled on his armor to lay down his 
life that he might manifest, he Is n 
martyr to a great caupe, the cause of 
religion and humanity. 


In response to the highest authority 


of the land, this young man wfnt forth.

What else inspired-ibis youth? No

Of the history of his life I know but 


little, but I was happy to listen to the 
testimony of h'.s pastor. A death like 
his is ever a source of congratulation. 
His was the death of a hero and sol- 
dier. As v;e gaze on the face of the 
dead we forget all shortcomings; it 
seems to speak to us, all uncharitable 
stings pa=s, and brotherly love enters. 


There, is nothing like death. 
How 


shall I appear before my just and aw- 
ful judge? That is the thought upper- 
ft)ost to the passing soul, and when 
that solll is firm in the conviction of 
religious truth, when that life has not 
been frittered away in idle speculation 
of a, hereafter, when in the' solemn

DEATH OF LjjSBEUS SCOTT. 


County Jailer For 0/er Quarter of a 


Century. Singular Cause of Death. 


Lebbeus Scott, 
for 
26 years the 


faithful and competent jaiicr at the 
Berkshire 
county jail and house of 


correction, died at his home in I'itts- 
fi'Ail Punday evening at 8.30 o'clock' 
after an illness of several weeks. Mi'. 
Scott's illness arose from a peculiar 
cause. He had a soft corn, which he 
pared down, it is presumed, with a 
rusty knife. 
Blood poisoning set in 


and gangrene 
followed, 
and 
with 


other complications caused his death 
Mr. Scott resigned 
the 
position of 


jailer last February, after a long and 
faithful service. Through all the ad- 
ministrations of high sheriffs, begin- 
ning with the late SherifC Koot, a year 
after the no* jail was built in Pitts- 
iield. Mr. Scott had been at his post, 
there was never a 
thought 
of a 


change. 
He 
was 
methodical and 


accurate, and possessed much execu- 
tive ability. The qualities w-pre valu- 
able — his calling, and few iften are 
truer to a sense of duty than l.e jvas. 


On the Isi of January, 1872. he was 


appointed Jailer, a year and a da/ 
after the county institution was lo- 
cated at Pittsfield. He was appointed 
by Sheriff Root, and held the oilice 
continuously until his resignation this 
year. He was a familiar figure in th« 
local life of the county seat. He was 
always present, sitting in his place 
near the dock at the criminal terms. 
He had seen nearly every jui ge on the 
bench during his term of office, and he 
was well known to all the bar and 
most Of the jurors. 


Mr. Scott was a member of Mystic 


lodge of Masons, Berkshire chapter, 
the council of Royal and Select Mas- 
ters, and Berkshire commandery of 
Knights 
Templar, 
being a charter 


member of the latter 
organization'. 


He also attained 
the degree of the 


Ancient 
Scottish 
Rite 
Consistory 


making him a 32d degree Mason.
